REVOLT AGAINST 
GOVERNMENT OF 
PERU PUT DOWN 


At Least 61 Killed After 


Attack on Presiden- 


tial Palace. 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. 21—(xP)—The 


revolutionary 
government headed 


by Lieut. Col. Luis M. Sanchez 
Cerro emerged triumphant today 
from a maze of intrigue and re- 
actionary plotting which culmin- 
ated yesterday in an unsuccessful 
military uprising at Lima and Callao. 


At least sixty-one persons, among 
them one American and twenty 
rebels, were killed in the revolt. 
Many others including the heads 
of the movement, Gen. Pablo Mar- 
tinez, Col. Zorilla Uujan, and Cap- 
tain Arenas, chief of the Callo po- 
lice, were taken prisoners. Colonel 
Sanchez Cerro said severe military 
penalties would «be inflicted. 
Both Lima and Callao were calm 
today. Traffic and motion picture 
shows resumed last night despite a. 
state of siege. 


Movement Not Widespread. 


The movement apparently was 


without repercussion elsewhere save 
at the town of Lamabayeque, birth- 
place of former President Leguia. 
A disturbance occurred there dur- 
ing a service honoring the former 
president's birthday. 


The revolt began at 4 a. m., when 


members of an artillery detach- 
ment commanded by General Mar- 
tinez came in from Magdalena, a 
suburb, and attacked the presi- 
dential palace. Guards and civilians 
who shouted, "We don't want Le- 
guistas," drove them off and they 
proceeded to Callao, port of Lima, 
where other plotters had taken 
charge of an old fortress, the Real 
Felipe, used now as a custom house. 


• Fort Is Attacked. 


President Sanchez Cerro mobl- 


ized the Seventh infantry regiment 
and other troops totaling about 
1,200 
and at 11 a. m., they began 
a machine assault on the fort from 
the top of a nearby building. 


Civilians jumped into the fray 
with guns taken from fallen federal 
soldiers and many of them were 
tilled by the heavy fire from with- 
n the fort. At 1:20 p. m., when 
three airplanes flew over the rebel 
stronghold and made as if they 
were going to drop bombs, a white 
flag was raised. 


Some of the rebels attempted to 
escape but most of them' either 
were shot down or were captured 
alive.

This 
project was included in the pro- 
posal approved by the people on 
August 12, 1930, when the expendi- 
ture of $25,000 annually for ten 
years for construction of municipal 
buildings was authorized. 
The building proposal to be sub- 


mitted to the electorate in May, 
will ask the people to authorize the 
city council to borrow money for 
construction purposes from various 
municipal departments or by -float- 
ing bonds.

"It Is a fair presumption." Soren- 
sen said, "that the governor will 
eventually comply with the statutory 
requiremrns. If "he can be ordered 
to make the appointments in fifteen 
days, he can be ordered to make 
them in two hours. We hold thnt 
the courts have no power to make 
such orders.." 


May Discontinue Offices. 


The statute provides that the gov- 


ernor mav discontinue the services 
of any secretary when he is no long- 
er needed, the 
attorney .general 


pointed out. This implies, he de- 
clared, that he need appoint 
no 
such official if he sees no need lor 
doing so. "It would be foolish to ap- 
point a man with the intention ot 
dischargmg him immediately," he 
declared. "These departments were 
created fcr no other reason than to 
assist the governor in the execu- 
tion and administration of the laws. 
If he can carry on such administra- 
tion without their services, we hold 
that he need make no appoint- 
ments." 


T. S. Allen appeared with Attor- 


ney Oeneral Sorenien on behalf of 
the governor as a friend of the 
court. He insisted that where the 
statute say* the governor shall ap- 
point executive heads that the word 
"shall" as used in that connection 
means "may" and that the courts 
construe it that way if the inten- 
tion of the legislature as disclosed 
by the language of the statute 
would be thereby accomplished 


Answering the contention of the 


attorney general that no time is 
fixed for the making of the ap- 
pointments, John L. Mattox quoted 
a portion of the statute setting out 
that the appointees shall hold of- 
fice from the first'Thursday after 
the first Monday following the elec- 
tion of the governor. This would 
clearly imply, he said, that it Is in- 
tended that the appointment* shall 
be given consideration by the sjov- 
ernor immediately 
following his 


election. 


C. Petrus Peterson, 
supporting 


Mattox in arguments against the 
sustaining of the state's demurrer, 
contended that the entire state is 
vitally interested in the question of 
the governor's right to refuse to 
name the code secretaries. 


Claim* Department Crippled. 


Under present conditions, he in- 


sisted, the department of labor is 
virtually crippled. "There is a man 
in the department who is hearing 
compensation cases," he commented. 
"He doesn't know by what author- 
ity. I don't know. It is impossible 
for him to proceed in a single case 
•with any degree of safety." 
Peterson pleaded that the actual 


merits of the case might be tried 
rather than arguments spent upon 
debating demurrers. It is foolish to 
say, the attorney stated, that no al- 
legations have been made that the 
departments now have secretaries 
or to imply tha tthe goveernor will 
make appointments in due time. It 
is known by everyone. Peterson de- 
clarec!, that the secretaryships are 
vacant. As for the governor, he 
pointed out that his.previous record 
and his own frank statements have 
shown that he has no intention of 
making such appointments. 
"We ought not to dilly-dally away 


time in debates until after adjourn- 
ment of the legislature," Peterson 
argued. "To do so is only to make 
light of the statutes of the state of 
Nehiaska." 
Hearing on the demurrer Satur- 


day was delayed more than an hour 
and a half when Judge Hastings 
failed to arrive upon the train by 
which he was expected. Unable to 
get into the crowded courtroom, 
more than a score of persons stood 
in the halls during the entire morn- 
ing to hear the arguments.

The manufac- 
turers contended that Nebraskans 
should have a chance to produce 
the product here. They claimed it 
would not violate the state consti- 
tution on the ground that manufac- 
ture meant the completed product

ernment offices you see beautiful 
young girls. There is not a bobbed 
he»d or a shaved neck among them. 
Their dark hair 
falls, 
naturally 


curly, loose on their shoulders and 
necks, sometimes fastened with a 
ribbon. Their eyelids are lowered 
demurely but when a young rancher 
from California asks one of them 
a question and she raises her eye*. 
his 
carefully 
prepared 
Spanish 


words are driven from his mind. 


This is a beautiful old city, one 


of the most important and pro- 
gressive in Mexico. The soil is so 
fertile that even with dry farming 
of wheat it yields 90 bushels ot 
crop from one bushel of sown seed. 
A soil expert sent by the Brit'sh 
government to seek land for corn 
growing, reported that the area 
west of Hermosillo, has the fertility 
of the Nile valley. 


The state and federal govern- 


ments concentrate on three things— 
education of children, building good 
roads, finding employment for the 
idle—while waiting for new schools.

Mexico is a good 
customer and a good friend of this 
country. 
Governor Elias went to 


college' and, sent his boys to school 
in the United States. President Ortiz 
Rubio has two sons studying in the 
United States now. 
Twenty acres 


of new parks and playgrounds are 
now building in the heart of Her- 
mosillo, with baseball and football 
field. 
This morning arrived car- 


loads of shrubs and bushes, "Him- 
alayan 
Cedars." 
slender 
cypress 


trees, rose bushes, etc., bought at 
Ontario, Cal. 


Within a year Americans will 


drive here from the border line at 
Nogales in five hours, thousands of 
them on the same road. Mean- 
while the Southern Pacific of Mex- 
ico brings you here cotnforts>:7y In 
Pullman cart. There are endless 
opportunities here for those able to 
see them. At Casita. where the 
train stops for a while, a familiar 
face is that of L. O. Skliris, who 
was in Washington during the war. 
He is now manager of a graphite 
mine at Moreno, in the state of 
Sonora. Bom in Sparta, Greece, 
Mr. Skliris says Mexico is the place 
for a man with energy, and his 
graphite has "no grit in it" and

A telephone line is build- 
ing from Nogales to Mexico City, 
but not by Americans, or in the 
old clumsy expensive way. An in- 
dustrial Kwedlsh genius, Ericson, 
head of the Swedish Mat:h Co.. 

His 
telephone poles, no bigger around 
than your wrist, are made of steel. 
Three pieces joined together like a 
demountable fishing rod. on a base 
of concrete.

Mexicans do not Jack lespect for the 
Chinese or their ability, but they 
cannot compete withNthem and do 
not intend to endure the competi- 
tion. Americans expressing the hope 
that Mexico will not allow its part 
of the North American continent to 
become Asiatic need 
not worry. 


Mexico says "we don't know just 
how the problem will be adjusted, 
but we shall adjust it." 


Tfcis is a country' of genuine de- 
mocracy.

NELSON'S LEGACY TO 


KANSAS CITY. 


The art center and museum which the late William 


Rockhill Nelson left to che people of Kansas City is 
gradually taking form, and with the progress of the 
work it is now possible to ar'ain a more accurate view 
of the magnitude of the gift. 


Under the provisions of Nelson's will, $3,500,000 was 


set aside for the construction of a building to house 
the art treasures which will b- acquired gradually. It 
is ample to provide a structure of the finest material 
and architectural beauty. Then in addition, another 
$12,000,000 was set aside for the acquisition of the 
works of the masters. 5 


Announcement in New York City during the past 


week tells of the purchase of more than a score of the 
finest 
paintings, including Rembrandt, 
Rubens. 


Veronese. Gainsborough, Claud* Lorrain, Hobema and 
Corot; pieces from the famous Guelph collection, a 
Greek steel of the fourth century, B. C., and a bronze 
by Giovanni Bologna. Before the fund is exhausted, 
the Nelson Memorial will give Kansas City a collec- 
tion of art treasurrs which will be a credit to it and 
to the Middle West. • 


The gift splendidly symbolizes the magnificent con- 


tributions which William R. Nelson made during his 
life time In assuming a thankless and 
difficult 


task of leadership in the building of a great city. He 
was tireless in his advocacy of the measures which 
he thought were of supreme Importance to the de- 
velopment of his community. He was fearless and 
courageous in battling against stubborn, strong-en- 
trenched majorities, which ver.' frequently utilized the 
machinery of the city for their own selfish gain. He 
was particularly aggressive when it came to public 
improvements and developments. It was Mr. Nelson 
who virtually singlehanded fought through the years 
until Kansas City had built one of the finest park 
systems to be found Anywhere in the United States. 
It was Mr. Nelson who pounded unceasingly until a 
magnificent boulevard system became a reality. He 
was a man of vision, and he did much to elevate and 
beautify the community which had his undivided de- 
votion. 


The career of Mr. Nelson was an absorbing one. 


He was a small newspaper publisher -when he decided 
to come west. He picked Kansas City, an unprepos- 
sessing, straggling, dirty village on the banks of the 
Missouri. It was a typical town of the period, fast 
in the clutches of cr,ooked politicians. From the day 
he started publication until his death he was in con- 
stant conflict with them. He broke their power and 
made Kansas City adopt respectability in spite of the 
power of bosses and gangsters. He drove the com- 
munity relentlessly to sstnve continuously for larger 
markets and a greater population. He never ignored 
the cultural and ennobling phases of life while plead- 
ing for larger material goals. 


Our good friend Mencken has found it to his ad- 


vantage to speak contemptuously of the culture of the 
Middle West. And yet this cow country, the great 
plains, has produced in addition to a great agricul- 
tural empire, thriving industries, and splendid towns 
and cities, an appreciation and love for the cultural 
side of life. It is needless to say the people of Kan- 
sas City will derive a supreme,satisfaction and pleas- 
ure from the Nelson Memorial museum. It will place 
at their finger tips trip advantages so long denied 
them. And they will be glad to share with all of the 
Middle West the treasures which Mr. Nelson's gen- 
erosity has provided. 


Kansas City was good to Mr. Nelson, It placed in 


his handi »n immense fortune in recognition of hi« 
ability and genlui as an American journalist. And he 
in turn, turned back the money which they enabled 
him to make, to & project which will contribute to 
their pleasure and advancement. The people of Kan- 
sas City can never repay the debt •which they owe 
William RockhUl Nelson. 


THX THRESHING INDUSTRY HEARD FROM. 
Nebraslta threshermen took a broad view of what is 


for the best jnterest of the whole state of Nebraska 
and all it* people, when they declared their opposi- 
tion to special exemption Irom the gasoline tax on 
liquid fuel used in tractors, combines, and other pow- 
er machines used in agricultural operations. 
The 


resolution on that subject adopted at the thresher- 
men's convention last Thursday Is the expression of a 
group whose members are well informed as to what 
the effects of such exemption would be. 


The threshing industry is a large consumer of pe- 


troleum products used in farm operations and would 
be one of the direct beneficiaries of the special re- 
bate proposed In certain measures now before the 
legislature. However, the men engaged In it can see 
a little further ahead 'han the end of their noses. 


They realize, for one thing, thtt what might come 


back to them Jn the form of n. cash refund would be 
lost in the way of continued improvements on farm- 
to-market roads. It goes without saying that money 
taken from highway funds and handed over as a free 
gift to favored interests will retard the road-build- 
ing program now under way in Nebraska. 


It Is also apparent to the threshermen, as stated 


during their discussion of the matter, that if exemp- 
tions are granted they will be grossly abused, as they 
have been in other states, and the highway fund will 
be defrauded out of large sums of money in addition 
to what may be lawfully repaid to users. The state 
could not check up on the use made of gasoline by 
individuals after it leaves the hands of dealers; and 
as a result there would be an increasingly large con- 
sumption In automobiles and trucks on which the 
state and the counties would receive no tax revenue. 


Gasoline tax exemption, if allowed, will operate in 


the main as a subsidy by the state government to the 
owners of extensive areas of cheap tractor-operated 
wheat land in the extreme western part of the state, 
where the cereal can be grown profitably at a local 
price of 60 cents per bushel, or thereabouts. That is 
where the most vociferous demand for It comes from. 


Needless to say, the farmers of central and eastern 


Nebraska who use tractor power only in a limited way, 
or-not at all, would get very little benefit from gas 
tax refunds, In comparison 
with the big 
bonanza 


wheat growers further -vest. The advantage that the 
latter 
already possess would be substantially in- 


creased. 


Threshermen's business depends 
on the 
wheat 


grown on farms of ordinary size, the owners of which 
cannot afford to buy outfits of costly machinery such 
as those used out where wheot farming is done on a 
huge scale. Naturally, they do not want to see the 
ordinary, wheat grower put under a worse handicap 
than he now is. 


SEELN' THINGS. 


A recent survey of the children in the Los Angeles 


schools showed that 25 per cent had never seen a 
cow and 50 per cent had 
never seen a calf. The 


board of education was so shocked that it ordered a 
cow and two calves transported by truck from one 
school to another. 


Of course the children had seen pictures of the 


animals, and they no doubt had imaginative visions 
of them. But never having seen the real thing, they 
couldn't be expected to De.very intelligent on the sub- 
ject. 


Maybe it would be a good thing if the same stunt 


could be pulled in congress. If a nice big fat cow was 
marched into the venerable hall of the capltol, con- 
gressmen might recognize the same knowing- look in 
the cow's face that the avers ge representative exhi- 
bits. The deep "moo" would surely be as effective as 
some of the "speeches" that get into the record. 


Perhaps, such an affinity might be recognized that 


the congressmen might lift oleo burdens from the 
backs of the dear animals. 


IDLENESS AND LIBRARIES. 


Ihdlctc:3nt« of modern business and industry have 


been many and varied since the economic breakdown 
of 1929. They ihould exert a. wholesome influence on 
the future. It is too much to hope that human na- 
ture will not again succumb to the temptations of 
over-speculation. Constructive criticism at the pres- 
ent time may, however. l?ad to correction of some 
of the other fundamental difficulties of America's re- 
cent industrial policy. 


Idleness, due to enforced unemployment, one east- 


ern writer has noted, is sending men to the libraries. 
It is one happy result of a most unhappy national 
predicament. Men, who had been forced for yean 
to devote all their spare hours to their work are 
again getting acquainted with the mind treasures of 
the past. 


The unfortunate thing is that vast thousands of 


others are still forcing themselves along the road of 
unflinching devotion to work which leaves no room 
for wholesome recreation. Part of America's adjust- 
ment to shorter hours needs to be made to give all 
men employment. Part of the adjustment needs to 
be made to free men from such a burden of work 
that they are unable to devote themselvw to any con- 
structive leisure. 


No nation has ever come »o near to the productive 


ability to give its ma$se« leisure. Yet no nation ha* 
made It so difficult for people to take leisure a* a 
means of doing: things themselves, rather than hav- 
ing It done for them. America needs to relearn the 
lesson that every nation has learned, that the Joys of 
leisure are the Joys of construction, not passivity.

breakfast. 
Take New York City or any oth- 


er city in the land. They were not 
built by competition but by co-op- 
eration, embracing the capitalists. 
who furnished the money and the 
laborers who mined the coal, quar- 
ried the stone, forged the steel and 
erected the structures. It is more 
and more recognized that the tem- 
per I am emphasizing in this an- 
swer to your query is the lifeblpod 
of industry, as industry is the life- 
blood of the race. 


What is it, indeed, if not a great 


co-operative entrprise In which ev- 
ery one of us must look to the in- 
terests of others as well as to his 
own? The distinctively progressive 
lines on which the enterprise must 
proceed, if it is to be universally 
beneficial, are set forth in the plain 
teachings of the Bible and in the 
ethics of the 
general 
conscience. 


Many huge difficulties have yet to 
be overcome and 
flagrant wrongs 


diessed. But take fresh courage; 
we are on the- way.

If preparedness is the chief cause 


of war, why i* it that this country 
has been at war more frequently 
than countries commonly considered 
militaristic in policy? 


ANSWER. 


Perhaps you have missed 
the 


point of the argument that "pre- 
paredness is the chief cause of war." 
It is not because one single nation 
is prepared, but because many na- 
tions are, that we incur the perils of 
war. Preparation for it necessarily 
involves its expectation. Nobody 
prepares against what he never an- 
ticipates. 


One nation's disarmament would 
not decrease the likelihood of war. 
But if all nations disarmed simul- 
taneously, the resistless logic of so 
desirable a policy would be that 
war was no longer in their thinking. 
I do not advocate that our country 
or any other should singly and 
alone strip tisslf of all defensive 
weapons. But if every civilized land 
would justify its civilization by mu- 
tually agreeing 
to 
disarm, who 


doubts that great and lasting relief 
must follow? 


Moreover, you cannot prove too 


much from history. The theory that 
what has been will always be is 
smashed by the facts. It is a whole- 
sale fallacy contradicted by our ac- 
tual experience. 
It assumes that 


although the race is continually 
learning wiser ways ti will never be 
wise enough to settle its interna- 
tional disputes without resort to 
plunder and bloodshed. 
Is it not true that many former 


causes of war have ceased to exist? 
Why? Because mankind is slowiy 
shedding its lower, baser and cruel- 
er instincts. The drift; of time pre- 
dicts the end of war. and with it, 
the amazement of future genera- 
tions that we should have clung to 
such a barbarism so tenaciously. 
This republic has used physical 


force to establish and defend itself 
against attacks upon its freedom, 
and to end a divided condition with- 
in its own border. I do not ques- 
tion the wisdom of such use 
or 


force. But when It is employed to 
extend territory or at the behest ol 
political exigency, it is to be judged 
accordingly. 
War is never moral unless it re- 


deems a 'state of things worse than 
itself.
